Naval Commander Given 


Shortwave Work Medal 


New York, January 14.—(4/)—UCom- 
mander A. Hoyt Taylor, superintend- | 
ent of the radio division of the naval 
resenrch laboratory at Bellevue, has | 
received the Morris Liebmann memo- | 
ria] medal] for the Institute of Radio 
Engineers. | 

The medal, representing the high- 
est award for accomplishment in the 
radio field within a year, was pre | 
sented at the I. R. E. convention to 
Commander Taylor tor his 
in short wave phenomena. He collabo 
rated in the development of usefut | 
formula for the determination of skip 
distances in the higher frequeucies. 

A pioneer in radio, Commander 
Tavlor began his first investigations | 
in I899 while still a student at North- | 
western university. From the start he 
paid particular attention fo wave 
propagation, fading, influence = of | 
weather conditions and directive sys 
tems. 

Entering the naval reserve as aj 
lieutenant in 1917, be was promoted | 
to lieutenant commander in 1918, go- 
ing to Hampton Roads, Va., where he 
acted as head of the experimental di- 
vision of the naval air station. In 
1919 he was placed in charge of the 
aircraft radio laboratory at Washing- 
ton, with additional duties of a con- 
sulting capacity for other naval radio 
activities. Early in 1928 he was made 
a commander and became superintend- 
ent at Bellevue. 

Commander Taylor has written ex- 
tensively and contributed a number

of his attention in recent years to 
various circuits for piezo electric con- 
trol of transmitters and receivers.

In order to analyze the effect of 
the recent changes on the 500-1,000 
kiloevcles band. it is first necessary 
to summarize what is most desirable 
in receiving conditions. There is lit- 
tie doubt that for the great majority 
of listeners east of the Rockies, the 
acme of reception wveuld be attained 
if each nig't they had their cheice of 
the programs relaved by the key sta- 
tions WEAF, WJZ and WOR.

With this program as a back- 
ground we have now made overtures 
to France and the rest of the Euro- 
pean nations to sign a new year's 
resolution never to make any more 
war. On the front page of the same 
paper which earried this dove-like 
message is a report of the casualties 
in our war with Nicaragua. In the 
meantime, President Coolidge is pack- 
ing his“trunk for a trip to Havana 
to meet the representatives of the 
pan-American congress, where he is 
to explain to the Latin Americans 
the benevolent attitude of this coun- 
try toward all our neighbors. 

A Peaceful War. 

ago Theodore Roosevelt, 
that mixed metaphor of charm anid 
irritation, peace and pugnacity, laid 
down a foreign policy for this gov- 
ernment in the sentence, “walk softly 
and carry a hig stick.” It reminds 
one of the current story of the old 
darky whose physician prescribed a 
diet of fried chicken, and the warning 
that he must keep out of the night 
air.

American rights. Nevertheless, vou 
cannot explain away the fact that 
American marines are killing people 
in a foreign country with whom we 
are supposed to be at peace and you 
cannot explain away the fact to the 
mothers and fathers of those marines 
Who have been killed that their sons 
If it is any consolation to 
the friends of the administration it 
will be readily acknowledged that it 
is a small war. Yes, it is a small 
business—an infinitely  smAll_ busi- 
ness—for a great big nation to be 
engaged in. 


The administration is taking pains 
fo prove that Sandino is a_ terribly 


bad man and is an enemy to the:

If this 
be true it looks as if Uncle Sam is 
attempting to play the role of a little 
Brutus. 


It will be an almost impossible 
task to convince the world that we 
did not interfere in a most unjusti- 


fiable way with the internal affairs 
of an independent nation. Mr. Stim- 
son, as the personal representative of 
the president, posed as an arbitrator 
between two contending factions. He 
claims that both sides voluntarily 
agreed to the terms of peace. But 
Mr. Stimson was entirely too much 
like the gentleman who meets you in 
the dark and says. “Will vou please 
help a poor fellow who has nothing 
but a revolver in his hand?” Mr. 
Stimson arranged this peace with 
war vessels and the marines by his 
side. Then he gave notice that after 
a certain date all who had not Jaid 
down their arms would he forcibly 
disarmed. Then he came home and the 
war continned.

Manager of the Nationa) Association 
ef Credit Men, who will address the 
Atlanta Association of Credit Men 
at a meeting Wednesday night at the 
Atlanta Athletic club, finds general 
business conditions pointing to con- 
tinued prosperity in 1928, according 
to a statement from him received 
Saturday by C. LL. Williamson, sec- 
retary of the Atlanta Association of 


Credit Men. 

Dr. Miller said he found the mid- 
die west more prosperous than it has 
been in years; the far west as pros- 
perous as it has heen in several years, 
end prosperity maintaining itself in 
the south and east. © 

Sneaking of the “business cycle,” 
which, according to some economists, 
is due to swing around again in 
192S and bring with it a business de- 
pression, Dr. Miller said: 

Years Since Depression. 

“Tt has been seven years since the 
depression of 1921. The dact that de- 
pressions had preceded that of 1921 
at intervals of about seven years as 
caused some economists to say ‘Be- 
ware the seventh vear.’ and to pro- 
phesy bad times in 1928, I am not 
afraid of the seventh vear for several 
reasons. In the first place, the United 
States has the world’s finest trans- 
portation system, which makes it pos- 
sible for our merchants and producers 
to keep their inventories very low. 

“There has never been a depression 
preceded by a period of low inven- 
tories. Small, regular orders charac- 
terize modern business; and they have 
made impossible the accumulation of 
heavr, slow-moving stocks. A business 
depression is brought about by over- 
supply; and just as long as producers 
and distributors carefully observe their 
inventories, just so long is business 
likely to he. stable. 

“The United States has an abun- 
dant supply of capital and credit. And 
nothwithstanding this fact, both capi- 
tal and credit have been so conserva- 
tively used that inflation of general 
prices has been avoided. This fact is 
most important, for heretofore busi- 
ness has never entered a period of

Agricultural Outlook Good. 

“The outlook in our agricultural re- 
gions from Montana to Texas and 
throughout the entire Mississippi val- 
ley is better than it has been for sev- 
eral vears.

On: Famous Old Home Site

The inexorable chisel in the moving 
hand of Time works strange mutations 
in the material world with which man 
has surrounded himself. Creations of 
master craftsmen of one age fade into 
the limbo of memory to make way 


for new realizations of the craftman’s 
dreain, 
a few short years ago crumble to pro- 
vide a site for the steel and stone of 
the new builders. 

_Today, on a site which we now con- 
sider within the very heart of the 
pulsing city area, but which, when 
this story of progress began, was “way 
outside town,” a magnificent edifice. 
the newest temple to the gods of re- 
tail merchandising, lifts its imposing 
front to'an admiring city. 

Less than 50 years ago, on that 
same site, a red-brick mansion, consid- 
ered then the ultimate in residential 
luxury, rose to awe our fathers with 
its comfort and grandeur. 

Was Rhode Hill Site. 

Today J. P. Allen and company, one 
of Atlanta’s great retail establish- 
ments, are ready to ‘open their new 
building at the corner 
tree and Cain streets. The site, which 
has a frontage of 104 feet, is valued 
in round figures at $7,000 the front 
foot. 

In 1877, when Rhode Hill. one of 
the Jeading citizens of the Atlanta of 
our fathers, bought the same piece of 
earth from William W. Simpson, 
prominent realtor of the day, the price 
paid was $7,000 for the entire 104 
feet front. <A price, by the war, con- 
sidered almost exorbitant, but paid 
because Mr. Hill was determined to 
secure the property and Mr. Simpson 
calmly told him to “take it or leave 
it at that price.” 

On that site Mr. Hill built his home. 
For the red brick he sent to Baltimore 


Tilnstration of eronomy in admin- 
{stration of Atlanta’s charity funds 
by agencies of the Community Chest 
was given Saturday in the annual re- 
port of Miss Emma 8S. Hardcastle, sn- 
serintendent of the Georgia Childrens 
a society, which included the de- 
tail of care for children in its receiv- 
ing home at an average cost of 93 
cents a day. 

The report, presented at the an- 
nual meeting of the society, covered 
activities thronchout Georgia,  al- 
thongh the funds the society receives 
through the Community Chest are de- 
yoted to its work in the Atlanta re 
gion alone. It was shown that in 73 
counties of Georgia in the last year 
the society has touched the lives of 
1,069 children—abandoned, neglected. 
orphaned and ill treated. 

This means, Miss Hardcastle ex- 
plained, that the society has under- 
taken to find suitable homes for these 
where necessary, to improve their con- 
ditions of life generally and to fit 
them for existence, mentally, morally 
and physicaily. 

Helped 429 Familles. 

“During the year,” Miss Hardenstle 
renorted, “we nave given study ana 
help er adrice to 459 families, in- 
volving 777 children, which number 
with the children already under its 
care with the start of the vear, means 
that we have touched the lives of 
1,069 through the vear. 

“Of these 777 children it was found 
necessary to take into permanent care 
only 31 children—an object lesson in 
what can be done to build up and re- 


establish families.”

Aeronautics’ 


By Georgia Tech 


A course in elementary aeronautics 
will be offered for the first time at 
the evening school of applied science 
at Georgia Tech, bezinning with the 
opening of the spring term, January 
23, according to the announcement of 
Professor R. S. Howell, director of the 
institution. 

Students taking this course will 
cover the historical development of 
the airplane, aeronautical nomencla- 
ture, general machine performances 
and other phases of the work. The 
course will be taught by Professor T. 
W. Moodie, of the machine design de- 
partment of Georgia Tech, and the 
class will meet two nights each week. 

Another new subiect of interest 
wil, be offered this term in fundamen- 
tals of geology, which will deal with 
the earth’s common minerals and 
rocks. In this course the director an- 
nounces that special emphasis will 
be given to the study of Georgia 
clay, as ceramics is rapidly becom- 
ing an important factor in Georgia 
industry. 

The course will be conducted by 
Major Theodore S. ‘Sunn, prominent 
mining engineer and head of the de- 
partment of geology and metallurgy 
at Georgia Tech.

M. Aristide Briand, foreign 
minister of France, _ sent 
through the Associated Press a mes- 
sage to the American people, which, 
if the events of last summer and more 
especially those of the opening weeks 
of congress, furnish any true indica- 
tions of what is likely to happen, may 
prove to be a historic message. 
“France is willing,” said M. Briand, 
‘‘nublicly to subscribe with the United 
States to an engagement tending to 
outlaw war (to use an American ex- 
pression) between these two na- 
tions.” Then, te make his thought 
precise and to show that this was no 
verbal gesture, M. Briand described 
exactly what the “‘outlawry of war’ 
means in terms of practical and re- 
sponsible statesmanship, for he con- 
tinued in the next sentence with the 
significant phrase, ‘‘The renunciation 
of war as an instrument of policy Is 
an idea already familiar to the signa- 
tories of the covenant of the league 
of the treaties of Locarno.”

France, therefore, according to M.. 


Briand, is ready to make a treaty with 
the United States .which will ‘“‘re- 
nounce war as an instrument of pol- 
icy,’ leaving as legitimate only those 
measures for defense which every na- 
tion, as well as every individual, must 
be prepared to take as a condition of 
its continuing existence. 


When this message of Mr. Briand - 


was widely circulated through the 
agencies of the American press there 
were many who asked what it could 
possibly mean, for in view of past his- 
tory and the continuing and unbroken 
friendship between the two republics 
any such formal engagement seemed 
to many at first sight to be a needless 
and almost meaningless formality. 
The answer to this must be sought in 
an analvsis of M. Briand’s record. The 
man to whom the destinies of France 
have been confided eight times in all 
as its prime minister, and who held 
that position through the most criti- 
cal montks of the. Worid War, is not 
the kind of statesman to dally with 
the fundamental 
relationships of the great nations of 
the world. 


As a a matter of fact, M. Briand’s 
offer is a part of that new statesman- 
ship of peace to which he has devoted 
himself as a result of his experiences 
during the battle of Verdun. He was 
prime minister of France then, and he 
has told the world since how, as that 
long and ghastly tragedy proceeded 
with its sacrifice of hundreds of thou- 
sands of the youth of Europe, he de- 
termined from that time on to do his 
hest to prevent a recurrence of war 
between Civilized nations. 

The treaty of enduring peace 
which ne now suggests we make with 
France and the replies to this offer 
proposed in congress now are, there- 
fore, direct historical results of the 
battle of Verdun. It may yet prove 
true in spite of what cynics have said 
in these last years that the World War 
was, after all, a “‘war to end war.” 
Whether that is to be the judgment 
of history or not will depend to a 
large degree upon the answer which 
the American people through our 
government now make to the pro- 
posal of France. 

But, taking the French offer at its 
face value, what does it meai in 


terms of American institutions, hiss 
tory and commitments? Can we 
safely ‘‘renounce war as an_instrue 
ment?” It is an “instrument” older 
than history. It has been used to 
establish natiogs, to maintain inde- 
pendence, to safeguard liberty. It has 
been freely at zhe disposal of our gov- 
ernment since that government was 
founded. Its possibility is provided 
for in the constitution. How would it 
fit in with our existing treaties; and 
what would we have in the place of 
war if we were to give it up as a 
means of realizing our national poli- 
cies? 

Senator Capper, of Kansas, has 
taken this step in answer to the Briand 
peace offer, which is gathering mo- 
mentum in popular support ali over 
the country. Like Senator Borah, 
Senator Capper proposes first of all 
“by treaty with France and other like 
minded powers formally to renounce 
war as an instrument of public policy” 
and to “settle its imternational dis- 
putes by mediation, arbitration and 
conciliation.” So far this is identical 
with the first part of Senator Borah’s

A man may carry many delusions 
to the grave but there come too many 
rude awakenings to allow him to re- 
main steadfast in the illusion of pain. 
The folly of Christ*an S~ence must 
pass away like many other religious 
fads as against experience and reason 
and Scripture. A little girl is quoted 
as saying, “I am crying because I 
can’t feel that I ain’t hurt.” 

Falling over a chair several trmes 
on a dark night, striking the wrong 
nail with a hammer, or bumping your 
head suddenly against a harder ob- 
ject, that is if you can find a harder 
object, all tend to bring us to sanity. 

Christian Science is the philosophy 
of universal mush. It tells all who 
are smitten with any sort of trouble, 
that their troubles spring out of ‘“‘un- 
pleasant thoughts.”’ It says, to the 
great army of physicians, you are 
fighting an illusion.

It makes a strong appeal to pride 
of mind, which imagines that it has a 
marvelous insight into the occult mys- 
teries of life which is not given to the 
ignorant and uninitiated.

The same theory is held by the 
Hindu devotee who grips the fingers 
of the hand, until the nails come 
through on the other side, and 
Stretches himself on a bed of spikes 
and declares that he feels no pain. 
But with al! the absurdity of the the- 
ory, there are people truly conscien- 
tious and morally pure who hold to 


it, and its appeal comes from a modi-: 


cum of truth which the theory con- 
tains.

This is after the manner of the old 
Stoics. 

The self-sufficient man does not try 
to get away from suffering, nor does 
he try to deny it, he simply bears it 
and asks for no help, human nor di- 
vine.

ODAY we present the Pitt- 
man case, which for many 
months absorbed all public 
interest in South Carolina; a 
case which traversed the 
whole scale of human emo- 

tion, from the outburst of hate which 
dominated its wild opening scene to 
the display of generosity at its close. 

It is a story of grim mountaineers 
and of a young girl who loved one 
of them, of government officers, 
armed and determined, and of one 
of them who was slain. 

In the eyes of Holland Pittman and 
his father, the killing of Hogback 
mountain may have been justifiable 
and quite according to the code of 
the region. In the eyes of justice it 
was murder. But in sentencing them 
to pay the extreme sentence of 
death, the law apparently overstep- 
ped itself—for in the end they escap- 
ed the electric chair.

The opening scene of our movie- 
like story took plac ein the rugged 
mountain country in northern South 
Carolina. It is a country of moon- 
Shiners and feuds and deadly en- 
counters with the law. The particu- 
lar region we are concerned with ts 
called the Dark Corner, and hundreds 
of weird tales have come out of it. 

This is one of them. 

The Dark Corner, about fitteen 
miles square, is located in the extreme 
northern part of Greenville county 
some twenty-three miles north of the 
city of Greenville.

The Arrests. 


The officers visited the Pittman 
home, located in one of the valleys 
some eight miles to the south of Hog- 
back, where lived Alexander Pittman, 
his wife, Malinda, and five children, 
of which Holland, 22, was the eldest.

in anything but a helpful or revealing 
mood, so they went on to Greenville 
with their prisoner. 

With Holland in jail an inquest was 
begun the following day, February 1. 
After some testimony was taken the 
session was adjourned until February 
141, when the jury decided that Con- 
stable Howard had come to his death 
at the hands of persons unknown. 

But later the same day two men 
were charged with the murder. One 
was Holland Pittman. The other was 
his father. 

The father was arrested in the 
basement of the Greenville county 
courthouse, where he had come os- 
tensibly to pay some taxes. He sub- 
mitted to arrest quietly, insisting that 
he was innocent, that in fact he had 
been nowhere near the scene on the 
day of the affair at the distillery. He 
had, he said, been shucking corn all 
day at his home. 

And now, romance, in the form of 
Holland’s sweetheart, Rosemary Kee- 
nan, enters the story. 


Rosemary and young Pittman had 
known each other since they were 
children. They had first met when 
she was 12 and he 14. Her mother

ILD animal collecting, I often think, 

is like preaching used to be. A man 

is called to it by some powcr outside 
himself. As for me, I am sure my call came 
early, for I cannot remember 4a time in my 
life when some animal did not occupy a large 
part of my mind. And, generally, it would 
be some question about the beast’s conduct 
or nature which 1 couldn’t possibi:y answer 
to iny own Satisfaction. 

Perhaps it was this curiosity, never quite 
satisfied, which has sent me over to Africa 
eacii1 autumn. Perhaps it is a thirsting curi- 
osity which sends every man into his nfe 
work, provided that life work is a bit beyond 
the dull routine ot buying and selling. At 
wny rate, as I look back upon my life, I re- 
meniber a yellow cat ramed Jerry which first 
stirred my imagination. Somebody told me 
cats were cousins ot the great fierce tiger. 
Well, if this was so, who tamed Jerry? And 
why was Jerry so much smaller than the 
tiger? 

Nobody could tell me tor sure But the 
years went by and soc 1 Knew the woods 
were full of marvelous animals. The raccoon 
and beaver and otter and muskrat Tne mys- 
terious panthers or “painters,’ as the country 
folk called them, Great, tragic beasts that 
cried in the woods like a woman, filling me 
with feelings ot wonder and pity. ifn time l 
trapped all the smaller animals. but to me 
there always came a terrific feeling ot defeat 
when I saw the animai dead fn the trap. 

And then I left my tathers Maryland farm 
to step out into the Mississippi River coun- 
try in search ot my Uncie Josh—a shy, 
bearded figure of a@ man in overalls and a 
corduroy coat living on a nouseboat down 
among the bayous. making nis living as an 
alligator hunter He took me to his heart 
and taught me ali he knew about our Ameri- 
can wild life Soor. I took a bear alive-—my 
first living capture A circus man gave me 
five or ten dollars for him. ~ And from that 
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time I always had a desire in my heart to 
collect animals in remote parts of the earth, 
and between spells of collecting to watch the 
rascals; to try to find out why they gid this 
and why not that and how they felt toward 
life. 

Il have “shown” animals in the circus. Il 
have owned performing animals. For a few 
years I was proprietor of an animal store. 
But I found my real life work, some twenty 
years ago, when 1 set out on a journey round 
the world with live animals in view. More 
recently I have specialized entirely on Afri- 
can animals, until to-day my life is almost a 
routine. In October I sail each year for West 
Africa. Some time in June I return. with 
my “catch.” 

Leopards, wild cats, monkeys, a ftew lions, 
hippopotami, crocodiles and chimpanzees— 
all of these I have taken alive in Africa. But 
as I sit down to recall feeling moments with 
my animals. | am sure the tussles I had with 
two different chimpanzees up in the elephant 
grass beyond Cape Mount are encounters 
most worth semembrance 

I had set out trom my coast neadquarters 
at Konikry, near Freetown, both coast towns 
ot West Africa and nad salled down the coast 
past Cape Palmas and landed at Cape Mount, 
Back of the port is Cape Mount. the moune- 
tain. Near by is a lake. And beyond these lie 
miles of upland many of then. covered with 
an elephant grass rising some times six feet or 
more in height. There I was going to look 
into the elephant situation, but hardly had 1 
arrived when my boys brought stories of 
larger and fiercer chimpanzees than had ever 
been described in the books. 

“They be bad rascals, massa,” one of them 
said. “They so vex the women. They go 
humbug the pikins (babies). They tear up 
rice fields. They screech—hoo—hoo—hoo—. 
They fear no man. They chop (eat) him all 
times.” 


“Shame your tace!” said I, “Where is your 
man's heart?” 

I decided to push into the elephant coun- 
try despite these rumors. And, since there 
seemed to be chimpanzees here also, I took 
along a supply ot nets made trom liana, a 
native vine growing in profusion in the woods, 

These nets, ten by ten and even larger, 
are of great help in any encounter with chim- 
panzees. Just throw them—and you tangle 
him hnopeiessly. If he is worth Keeping you 
have him safe within them and alive. The 
climb to the “haunted” country was uphill, 
over rocky ground, at times through dense 
clumps of woods. Finally we reached the 
great wavin: upland of high. saw-like ele- 
phant grass 

Several of my boys walked ahead, veating 
down ~« path. The grass cut against my 
cheeks, even then. making progress difficult. 
And we hadn’t traveled an hour before an old 
animal man’s feeling tor the jungle told me 
we were not the only waytarers there This 
uncanny sense of being watched by an enemy 
we could not see ‘versistec tor half an hour. 
Then we heard cries 

“Hoo—hoo—hoo”— shouted hidden chim- 
panzees. their notes rising in fierce crescendo 
through five notes of the octave. “Go—go— 
go—” re-echoed younger members of the 
band I knew that not too far away great 
chimpanzee hands were beating against 
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“I have him, massa. I have big boo. He 
no humbug the pikins no more!” 

We bound the great ape in many nets as 
one ot the boys started back to camp with the 
baby. But the mother vexed us exceedingly. 
A grown chimpanzee is valueless to the col- 
lector—it quickly dies in captivity. But if.I 
should turn ner loose she might hunt up her 
band. And they might attack us. So we 
carried her pack toward camp, slung to a 
stout pole borne by several boys. Two miles 
from journey’s end we tied her to a tree. In 
time she would work herself free. 

This success nugely encouraged the boys 
for the adventures ot the day as we toiled 
through the rising neat next morning into 
the elephant grass, while the bold blue sky 
blazed overhea’ and 1 perspired under my 
pith helmet Soon we neared what was said 
to be chimpanzee ground. The going was 
slow. Sometimes we came to a break in the 
earth where a playful volcano centuries be- 
fore haa parted crag from crag. Painfully 
we clambered dowr a rocky ravine and up on 
the other side. 

The day was totally without adventure till 
late in the afternoon, when once more we 
heard the “Hoo—hoo—hoo—” of the chimpan- 
zee. ‘“Hoo—noo—hoc—’ came other cries 
from another quarter. I grasped my elephant 
rifle as I noted where my gun carrier fol- 
lowed. Suddenly we had reached a land of 
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savage magic i had never penetrated before. 
On the left, “Hoo—hoo—hoo—” On the right, 
“Hoo—hoo—hoo—” And each in tones of 
anger, challenge. foray. 

I knew in @ moment we were wedged 
between two warring bands which might 
shortly make neace by falling on us, the mys- 
terious enemy. ~ was a fateful moment as 
I debated. We could not turn back. Those 
rascals would know at once we were retreat- 
ing. I might fire—and terrify them into 
wiping us out in five minutes. The one sane 
thing to do was to advance, clinging to the 
desperate hope that our unconcern would 
leave their mounting fury toward each other 
to break into a fight. 

Then almost as it by agreement the en- 
counter of the day before repeated itself. Again 
a tu grown chimpanzee suddenly stood up 
out of the elephant grass. as we looked him 
in the face, taking in the enormous power of 
his shoulders, the ten-foot reach of his great 
arms. From a trame ot elephant grass kt 
turned his startled yellow eyes upon us. And 
in that moment came other sounds, swiftly 
changing. They were the thud and patter 
and swish of many more great apes coming 
on at us through the tall grass. Now we 
reached the point where we must fight for 
an extra five minutes of life. Now caution 
was useless. In the extremities a man fights 
as long as he can. And then— 

I raised my gun and fired. “Now,” 1 said 
to myselt. I thought of home and wondered. 
But instead of falling he came right on, let- 
ting out a cry of wounded anger. As I raised 
my gun again I[ suddenly felt a stinging at 
my right leg. A little chimpanzee had stolen 
up and had bitten my leg. So many things 
were happening so wiftly. Nothing but a 
miracle—then transpired that which saved 
my life. My gun carrier’s courage broke. He 
flung his arms up into the air. letting my 
Winchester fall. He fled, with a cry. And 
the arn yy, wounded shimpanzee went sway 
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ing past m*, maddened to reach the fleeing 
bay. Useless for me to shout—— 

“Turn, me boy! Make you face babboo!” 

Bosambo turned for nobody. But the troop 
of chimpanzees went whirling by me, follow- 
ing their wounded leader. It was a miracle, 
the distance the boy was putting between 
himself and the ieading ape. Each was quite 
out of range of my gun before I could get 
ready to fire And as I fumbled the boy 
reached an elevation far away. His lithe 
young body was outlined against the tading 
sky. He looked toward me for a moment, 
nolding up both hands. Then I saw him 
disappear as the first chimpanzee reached 
him. That was all, except that Hector was 
shouting: s, 

“We have rescal, Daddy Buck. Here—~—” 

He was holding the little villain that had 
bitten my leg. 

After a painful half hour I had limped to 
the place where 1 saw the boy disappear. 
Nothing was there. Just shelving crags lead- 
ing down into a rocky declivity. No boy. nor 
band of angered apes. All vanished. 

We worked our way down till we came 
upon the poor lad’s body under an overlap- 
ping rock. I[t was then 1 finally bdelieved 
those ltegends we near about the hard 
pressed Indian who iong ago jumped into the 
sea at Land’s End to save himself from the 
pursuing white man. So, in another fashion, 
had Bosambo jumpea. We carried the lad 
back to camp and buried him, piling many 
rocks upon his shallow grave to protect it 
from the foul, defiling nyena. | 

This adventure with the warring bands of 
chimpanzees was about as close a call as lI 
have ever ‘ad. For. generally. the chimpan- 
vee hunt passes off like well oiled office roue- 
tine. The raid and net method which I gen- 
erally use has probably been known since 
Noah. My boys and I watch in a chimpan- 
wpe grove as the animals take to their trees

resolution. But then, Senator Capper 
proposes to define aggressive war in 
the terms already embodied in article 
5 of the treaty of Locarno. That na- 
tion is an aggressor “which having 
agreed to submit international differ- 
ences to conciliation, arbitration or 
judicial settlement begins hostilities: 
without having done so.” 

By this definition legitimate defense 
is also defined, for defense is legiti- 
mate if the attacked party at once of- 
fers to submit the dispute to the 
agreed means of peaceful settlement. 
The aggressor nation is not always 
that which strikes first; it is the na- 
tion which refuses to stand by its 

ledge to settle its problems in council 
court, but goes to war instead. The 
definition has been criticized as in- 
adequate because it does not deal with 
the justice of a nation’s case. But 
neither does the definition of murder 
in criminal law—*‘‘premeditated slay- 
ing’’—-deal with what the murderer 
regards as his “just provocation.” 

Most crimes have some justifica- 
tion, at least in the criminal’s mind: 
he thinks of the wrongs endured as 
justifying his act of violence. But or- 
ganized society refuses to admit this 
claim; the redress must come ¢hrough 
the operation of the law. If there is 
no redress there, there is no redress 
at all. Often enough in human his- 
tory justice has been denied the in- 
nocent; yet that is no argument 
against the existence of courts. Simi- 
larly, if we are ever to eliminate the 
crime of war, we must do so by pro- 
viding other ways than war for re- 
dressing the wrongs of nations. 
Senator Capper’s resolution insists 
upon this. He. points to the alterna- 
tives for war—judicial settlement or 
political conferences—and _ brands 
that nation as an aggressor which goes 
to war in violation of its pledge to go 
to conference or to court. 
wlt has been urged against this defi- 
nition that Sir Austin Chamberlain has 
stated that it will never be possible to 
define an aggressor, because diplo- 
macy can so disguise or distort a na- 
tion’s case as to make the real aggres- 
sor seem a defendant. But this is just 
the point we have been dealing with. 
There was confusion in Sir Austen’s 
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mind between the justice of the case 
and the proper method of its settle- 
ment, a confusion which prevented 
him from seeing that his cwn signa- 
ture to the treaty of Locarno would 
have been impossible but for the dis- 
tinction drawn in article V of that 
document which branded as an ag- 
gressor the power which goes to war 
in violation of the pledge that all the 
signatories must take their case to an 
established peaceful means of settle- 
ment. In article V of the treaty of 
Locarno Sir Austen had accepted the 
definition in question and based poli- 
cies of Britain upon it. 

Senator Capper would also base the 
policies of the United States upon the 
distinction which lies in this defini- 
tion. He proposes to bring about 
something more than a mere peace 
treaty between ourselves and other 
nations not likely to go to war with 
us in any case. In addition to this fine 
gesture, he proposes that we should 
pay attention as well to the treaties 
which exist between other nations for 
the peaceful settlement of interna- 
tional disputes. At present, by the 
law otf neutrality, the United States is 
free to deal equally with all belliger- 
ents. This means that private ship- 
ment of arms can be undertaken on 
the shipper’s risk and that the ship- 
ment of supplies, if not contraband, 
Should be protected by our govern- 
ment. Neutrality does not mean that 
the citizens of the neutral country ab- 
stain from aiding belligerents. The 
citizens of a neutral country can help 
both or any belligerents by supplying 
them with the resources which war so 
imperatively demands and which in 
any extended conflict must largely 
come from those nations which retain 
their peace-time industries. 

This formula sums up in a word the 
change which has come over human 
affairs with the development of mod- 
ern industry and the supporting web 
of international finance. We have 
reached a period of history when the 
great civilized nations no longer rest 
behind their geographic frontiers, but 
are deeply and sometimes vitally in- 
volved in the life, happiness and 
prosperity of other nations than their 
own. The financial capital of at least 
a dozen nations of the world ts now 
either London or Parjs or New York. 
The arsenals of at least as many na- 
tions could be found, if war were 
again to break out, in Pittsburgh, 
Bridgeport or Bethlehem. 

Now, so long as nations admit and 
assert the free right of war, there caa 
be no question of war being right or 
wrong. The rightness or wrongness 
lies in the issues behind the war; but 
this most ancient “instrument of pok 
icy’? is always at hand and any sov- 
ereign state has the “right” to use it. 

As for America’s attitude with ref- 


erence to these great principles, the 
answer to M. Briand was already 
framed forty years ago by a presi- 
dent whom no one could charge with 
the frailty of sentimentality—Presi- 
dent Cleveland. Speaking with refer- 
ence to a movement for international 
arbitration in 1887, President Cleve- 


land said, ‘‘I believe I may speak for 
the American people in giving the as- 
surance that they wish-to see the kill- 
ing of men for the accomplishment 
of national ambition abolished.” That 
President Cleveland’s words were true 
no statesman today living would dare 
deny.

Once, when I was 
on a snake hunt in the 
try of Sierra Leone, runners from 
Kanjama, a native village, came beg- 
ging me to “kill the ghost.” 

“What ghost?” I asked mystified. 

“The ghost of bug babboo (chim- 
panzee) we kill and chop (eat).” 

“He go humbug (attack) the 
women working in gardens. He kill 
pikin (baby). He tramp down, 
dancing in middle of the rice patch. 
He make swear. Massa, make you 
kill him for good, one time.” 

It sounded like an outlaw chim- 
panzee.- And when I reached Kan- 
jama other tremblers told how he had 
come tramp, tramp, tramping through 
the village. One old woman left be- 
hind when all had fled went shaking 
up a ladder to a rice loft. The old 
villain pursued and killed her. I de- 


cided to try this chap with a pit, since 


he impressed me as too wary for 
nets. I! selected a likely approach to 
the village and set my snare. 
After a week of waiting I was 
about ready to acknowledge defeat 
when I remembered a story told be- 
side _a night fire in a trading village 
by a drowsy Frenchman. A Swiss 
by the name of Penderson was said 
to have kept.a pet chimpanzee teth- 
ered in his back yard at Freetown, on 
the coast. One day he was surprised

to see a large ape trying to make 
friends with his little captive. It 
seemed the interloper was an outlaw 
driven into civilization by his loneli- 
ness for ape companionship. Once 
I had laughed at his story. But now, 
as I tossed sleeplessly, I wondered.

Next morning | tethered a young 
chimpanzee near the spot where, we 
believed, our outlaw cane out of the 
woods. I set watches in a hut with- 
in sight And soon | found that idea, 
hatched in insomnia, as a last resort 
had succeeded where all the old 
methods failed. The same afternoon 
[I had hardly laid down when my boy 
Hector stood over me. He pointed 
toward the peep hole cut in the mud 
side of our hut. I understood his ges- 
tures, which are always expressive in 
the moment when a coveted animal is 
vielding. 1 made for the peep hole. 
What I beheld in the drone of the hot 
afternoon was epic in its elemental 
drama. 
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The old outlaw, a big chap, heavy | 
haired and solemn faced, was stretch- , 
ing one arm out to our little captive, | 


as his morose countenance expressed 
what to me seemed like an almost 
human tragedy. His attitude, 
quiet gloom, 
were as if he were Saying:

home had burned to the ground 
all the family belongings destroved. 
Mrs. Pittman and the children moved 
to the home of a relative.. Later they 
took up their abode in a cabin which 
had formerly been a barn, on Indian 
mountain, within three miles of the 
spot where Howard had fallen. 

Late in January, 1926, the su- 
preme court denied the appeal and 
affirmed the decision of the lower 
court—and five days later Rosemary 
Pittman made her great bid to save 
her husband’s life. 

On this day the girl proclaimed to 
the world that it was she who had 
killed Constable Howard. 

‘‘! wanted to tell it from the first 
but Holland wouldn’t let me,” she 
Sac. 

“I don’t care what they do with 
me. I would be just as well off dead 
as alive. But I want to die with the 
knowledge that two innocent men are 
to be freed.”’ 

Sheriff Sam Willis listened politely 
but incredulously. He inquired where 
Rosemary had been when she shot the 
constable. She said she- had been 
hidden in the cave that she had 
watched Howard come up the moun- 
tain and then had shot him believing 
he was going to kill Holland, her be- 
loved. She insisted that Alex Pitt- 
man hadn’t Been at the distillery. 

The wheels of justice moved on. 

Only one legal move remained for 
the defense: a petition for a rehear- 
ing before the supreme court. The 
petition was obtained and on Septem- 
ber 22 was denied. The two men 
were automatically sentenced to die 
on the third Friday following.

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But in this denial by the supreme 
court of the state there was the first 
display of mercy. One paragraph in 
the opinion read as follows: 

“As to the defendant. Holland 
Pittman, the writer deems it not im- 
proper to say that the record per- 
haps affords some grounds for the 
view that the ends of justice might 
be obtained by the infliction of a less 
Severe punishment than the death 
penalty.” 

Thus the matter lay in the gover- 
nor’s hands. He had now become the 
court of last appeal. 

The remaining days of September 
passed and in October the father and 
son, watched by a throng that clogged 
the streets in front of the county jail, 
were removed from the quarters they 
had occupied so long. They were 
taken to the penitentiary for execu- 
tion. 

Governor T. G. McLeod came to 
Greenville in the middle of the 
month. Members of the family be- 

sieged his hotel—Mrs. Pittman, her 
sons, Fred and Eli, and the faithful 
Rosemary. The governor did not see 
them, but he sent them a message. 

The message stated that the gover- 
nor would see that justice was accord- 
ed the prisoners. 

Justice? Did it mean they would 
ae) free? 

The answer came on October 26, 
when, after a complete investigation 
of the case and after receiving many 
petitions asking mercy, Governor Mc- 
Leod commuted the sentences to life 
imprisonment.

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Carpet croquet is played indoors 
with marbles and wire wickets. It 
requires the same number of wickets 
and the same general layout as cro- 
quet but the size of the court can 
be varied to suit the size of the room. 
A carpet is better to play upon than 
a smooth floor, as it will offer more 
resistance to the marbles and you 
will be able to flip them more ac- 
curately. On a smooth floor a mar- 
ble will easily roll from one end 
of the room to the other. 

Use stiff smooth wire 
wickets, cutting them to. suitable 
lengths. After bending them _ to 
shape, corks are pushed ever the ends. 
These corks not only prevent pos- 
sible marring of the floor but offer 
good supports and hold the wickets 
upright. The marbles are flipped

no mallets are needed. 

Another variation of this game is 
to rearrange the. wickets to corre 
spond somewhat to a golf course.
